Mental, Moral Training Together 
(Kansas City Times) 

A Minneapolis school is trying the experi- 
ment of rating pupils on character, habits and 
personality and making these, rather than 
standing in regular school courses, the basis 
of reports issued to parents. A record of 
scholastic work will be kept, but only for use 
of the school authorities. The idea, it is ex- 
plained, is to stress the importance of charae- 
ter development in education, and to secure 
the help of the home and parents in the un- 
dertaking. Under this plan, the honesty, 
punetuality, industry and general aeportment 
of the pupil would go to make up his record, 
while his accomplishments in arithmetic, his- 
tory or other subjects would be another mat- 
ter. 

It is very well to emphasize moral or char- 
acter training in the schools, and something 
of a general effort has been made in that di- 
rection in recent years. But whether this 
form of training should be considered as 
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something separate and distinet may be ques- 
tioned. A prominent American educator re- 
marked some years ago that character is a 
by-product of education; something that 
comes as a natural result of work well done. 
It is possible, but it is not usual, for an in- 
dustrious, honest, punctual and well behaved 
pupil to make a bad record in his studies. 
The two things go together, and it is not 
likely that anything in paricular may be 
gained in an attempt to separate them. 

There are other agencies that have to do 
especially with the character and moral wel- 
fare of the child. These are the home and 
the church. The school may and should 
have a function here, also. That is recogniz- 
ed in many cases already where in school 
reports, in Kansas City and in other places, 
there is an accounting of matters pertaining 
to charaeter and habits as well as aecomplish- 
ments in ordinary branches of study.

In the issue for this month of ; 


the Industrial Education Maga- 
zine published at Peoria, Ill., is an 
exceedingly well written descrip- 
tion by A. L. Moore, mechanical 
department instructor at Chaffey 
Union High School, on the modern 
methods employed by Chaffey in 
bringing to the pupils of the out- 
lying districts the best mechanical 
equipment with which to continue 
their studies. 
Mr. Moore's article follows: 


A. L. MOORE, 


Instructor, Chaffey Union High 
School, Ontario, Cal. 


The fundamental values, educa- 
tional and practical, of the short- 
unit course in household and farm 
mechanics, for grammar grades 
and junior high schools, seems to 
be pretty well established. 


It has been scarcely more than 
five or six years since superin- 
tendents and supervisors began in- 
vestizating and trying out the 
plan then in use in the Detroit 
schools, which had attracted con- 
siderable attention among the cur- 
ious as well as those who were 
really looking for something better 
in school shop work. 


Since that time some very use- 
ful household mechanics outlines 
and teaching helps have made 
their appearance and a number 
of recently published courses of 
study of cities of the east and 
west give evidence of a general 
acceptance of the value of the 
proposition. 


Those of us who have watched 
the development of shopwork in 
the past twenty years have seen 
it pass through several stages that 
were interesting, though some- 
what different in general idea and 
objective, and greatly different in 
method. 

The early idea and principal ob- 
jective was “hand training”—the 
correlation of hand and eye—that 
is, the development of muscular 
control through the use of tools 
and materials. The making of 
woodworking joints, a few small 
useful models, chip carving and 
coping-saw work, were processes 
that gave an opportunity for teach- 
ing th proper use of tools and 
the developing of some skill in 
handling the tools and materials. 

Then the psychologist and the 
child-study expert began to tell 
how to make the work more in- 
teresting to the pupil by selecting 
for models the things that he 
would like most to make. Interest 
was for a long time and, in some 
places still is, the one controlling 
element in the organization of the 
course of study in shopwork. The 
outcome of it was that boys be- 
came interested in making, among 
other things, large pieces of fur- 
niture involving advanced design 
and construction. An elaborate 
exhibit at the end of the school 
year was an important result. 

The “large piece of furniture” 
plan, undoubtedly has educational 
value when the instructor has en- 
riched the instructional content by 
introducing a reasonable amount 
of auxiliary information regarding 
tools, materials and industrial pro- 
cesses. But in many instances 
the system has developed into a 
competitive proposition among 
teachers or schools and often has 
become an expensive school ad- 
vertising scheme that is not pro- 
ductive of a very large amount 
of generally useful information 
and ability. Many a boy, who 
lacked previous information, in- 
struction and experience, has been 
influenced in determining his in- 
terest by an instructor possessed 
of a passion for the production of 
cedar chests, writing desks, phono- 
graphs, ete., by boys of’ twelve or 
fifteen years of age. 

A library table or Morris chair 
of standard quality and workman- 
ship may be purchased for just 
about “the cost. of material” plus 
one boy’s share of the cost of 
operation and overhead of a school 
shop for a year. The time the boy 
spends in the school shop during 
his seventh, eighth and ninth 
grade years, however, should be 
productive of something more val- 
uable than that. At least it should 
result in the following life values: 

(a) A maximum amount of in- 
formation regarding history and 
development, use and care of our 
modern industrial tools, machines, 
materials and work processes. 

(b) An appreciation of the value 
to the average man of a working 
knowledge of simple “every day” 
construction in wood, concrete, 
metals and other easily worked 
materials; of the installation and 
operation of certain ordinary me- 
chanical appliances and devices 
about the modern home and farm, 
and, 

(c) Sufficient experience to en- 
able him to make minor repairs, 
installations and extensions, in a 
proper way, about the home and 
farm. 

The value of the short-unit 
course in ohusehold and farm me- 
chanics lies in the accomplish- 
ment of such an educational ob- 
jective. A considerable fund of 


Slinfermation of a general mechan- 


ical and industrial nature should 
be developed from time to time 
in class talks and demonstrations. 
Students should keep a loose-leaf 
binder in which many type-written 
;pages of job outlines, tool classi- 
| fications, work processes, etc., may 
ibe filed, constituting a valuable 
{pook of information that the boy 
knows and understands. 


The course may include almost 
any convenient number of anits 
up to, say, eight or ten, depending 
on the shop facilities and the ver- 
satility of the instructors. Some 
activities that may be handied 
with a reasonable outlay for equip- 
ment are: electricity, concrete, 
plumbing, sheet-metal, mechanical 
drawing and woodworking with a 
distinct application to home and 
farm problems. A miscellaneous 
unit that would include a few les- 
sons each in wood-finishing, glaz- 
ing, rope splicing and knot tying, 
lawn mower repair and sharpen- 
ing. Garden hose repair and care 
is also very much worth while, 
and offers an opportunity for giv- 
ing some real information. 


i 


Programming such a_ short-unit 
course is a cofisiderable problem 
as is also the problem of keeping 
the equipment in use, but, for 
tht matter, shopwork and almost 
all special subjects are often: dif- 
ficult to work into the school pro- 
gram and require quite a bit of 
switching and changing before a 
workable program is arrived at. 


A decision to revise the Shop- 
work for grades seven and eight 
in six rural schools of the Chaffey 
Union High School District, to in- 
clude work in household and farm 
mechanics, presented a real prob- 
lem in programming. General 
supervision and management of 
the shopwork and shop equipment 
in these six schools is vested in 
the mechanical arts department of 
| the high school, of which A. C. 
Wargrave is director. The six 
schools are from four to fifteen 
miles from Chaffey and all are 
equipped with benches and hand 
tools for woodworking. The plan 
of handling the new short-unit 
‘course was worked out in this 
| way: 

Six units of work were decided 
upon so that one unit could be 
placed in each shop. These units 


are electricity, concrete, plumbing. | quaint his western sales force | 


woodwork, mechanical drawing 
and a miscellaneous course. These 
courses are shifted from one shop 
to another every twelve weeks, 
thus making a complete cycle of 
the units through all shops every 
two years. Three of the units are 
covered by the boy in his seventh 
grade and the other three in his 
eighth grade. If seventh and 
eighth grade students are in the 
same class, as they are in our 
small rural schools, the seventh

“The equipment for each unit is 
mounted separately on panels or 
placed in carriers in such a way 
as to allow a check of the differ- 
ent items to be made_ quickly. 
The electrical, sheet-metal and 
miscellaneous equipments are 
mounted on panels 30’x44" with a 
long narrow box attached at the 
bottom. The plumbing and con- 
crete tools are placed in boxes in 
such a way as to make checking 
easy. A portable cabinet was 
made to hold mechanical drawing 
supplies and instruments. It is 
therefore a simple matter to check 
and get ready to move the differ- 
ent units of equipment. 

The transportation of the unit 
equipments from one school to 
another was another probleni that 
was solved in an interesting and 
satisfactory way. Previously the 
Union High School had furnished 
a Ford touring car for the shop 
and home economics teachers who 
handled the rural school work. A 
larger vehicle, of course, was ne- 
cessary, for the carrying of the 
new equipment, and this problem 
was referred to the gas engine de- 
partment for suggestion and solu- 
tion. The teacher and students 
proceeded in this way: first they 
worked over and put in good me- 
chanical condition a Ford chassis 
belonging to the school. On this 
they mounted an enclosed body 
that was bought at the junk yard. 
This rig was nicely painted and 
go made up inside that the three 
panels of equipment may be slip- 
ped in on edge and made secure, 
while space is available for the 
carrying boxes, a few automobile 
repair tools, spare tubes, etc.; 
also tools, such as rabbet plane, 
plow, and router, that are not a 
part of the rural school shop 
equipment.

Links in five highways of 
San Bernardino County were 
assigned to the California 
Highway Commission for main- 
tenance by the board of super- 
visors yesterday in accordance 
with an act of the last legis- 
lature by which approximately 
1711 miles of county roads 
will be added to the state 
chain.

tion, and means of financial sup- 
port. No developments of any 
importance took place in second- 
ary education, after the decline 
of the Roman Empire. until the 
Renaissance and Reformation per-! 
iod. During this period there was 
developed the Latin grammar 
school, a secondary school wtih 
the general interest centered in 
literature and culture. The cur- 
riculum was narrow and intense. 
The Latin grammar school w2s 
the dominant school of its time 
in England and on the European 
continent. 


The first secondary schools in 
America were Latin grammar 
schools, modeled after those of 


England, but even narrower in 
scope. From the time the first 
ene was established, in Boston, in 
1635, until the last quarter of the 
eighteenth century, the Latin 
grammar school led the way in 
secondary education in America. 
Due to changing social conditions 
and a demand for a more gen- 
eral type of education, there de- 
veloped a new type of school in 
America, known as the academy. 
which was more liberal in its 
scope. The frst one was estab- 
lished in Philadelphia, in 1719. 
This type of school rapidly in- 
creased in number, replacing the 
iatin grammar schools to the ex- 
tent that the academy was the 
prevailing secondary school until 
the middle of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, when it was replaced in 
leadership by the American high 
school, a purely public institu- 
‘ion. 

The first high school was or- 
sanized in Boston in 1821, al- 
though the name high school yas 
not used in America until 1824. 
From this small beginning the 
high school movement rapidly 
gained momentum as the country 
developed. There were seven high 
schools in 1829, 2.977 in 1899, 11,- 
674 in 1915, and nearly 17,000 in 
1924. There were 3,098,882 sec- 
ondary pupils in the United States 
in 1922, and in a period of three 
decades preceding that time the 
number of students enrolled in 
secondary schools in the United 
States increased over one thous- 
and per cent. 


In view of the development of 


secondary schools, especially the 
rapid increase in this country dur- 
ing the last few years, we are 


likely to wonder why it has taken 
place; why such an increase is 
mecessary, and what type of an 
education we need to encourage 
for the oyung people of today. 


Society of today is undergoing 
a rapid change and education must 
keep pace with that change or 
the social order will become un- 
stable and fail to function as a 
force for civilization. The high 
schoo! is an institution establish- 
ed, maintained and controlled by 
society for the purpose of main- 
taining that stability which is 
necessary for proper social pro- 
gress. 

In an effort to maintain a stable 
society the secondary schools 
should give to every student, as 
far as possible. at least three 
qualifications: namely, the ability 
to efficiently earn a living, and 
to become an economic asset to 





The foundation for this knowledge 
lis best laid in the social science 
courses. 

The ability to carry on the 
duties of citizenship involves the 
| training of those qualities which 
enable us to better live together 
and partake in desirable forms of 
social co-operation, as well as 
the development of ideals of civic 
\life and political principles. This 
training may be secured, in part, 
in vocational courses; yet its 
broader foundation is laid in those 
academic courses, especially soc- 
ial science and English, which 
form a common background for 
all the high school courses. 

The industrial conditions of our 
time have given the laborer, the 
mechanic, and the professional 
man an increased amount of leis- 
ure time. Thus we come to the 
individualistic aim, the third, and 
by no means the least aim of edu- 
cation. It is a question whether 
or not this large amount of leis- 
ure time will increase the social | 
efficiency of our country. If the 
high schools can develop, in the 
students, an interest in literature, 
historical study, mathematical and 
scientific investigation, or the 
lives, languages and customs of 
other people, education will have 
gone a long way toward solving 
the problem of use of leisure time. 
It is certainly the function of the 
high school, through the study of 
those subjects best fitted for the 
purpose, to develop a sense of in- 
dividual responsibility in refer- 
ence to use of leisure time and 
the pursuit of personal happiness, 
with due respect for the rights of 
others. This is best dene through 
the study of music, art and above 
all the academic. courses which 
give a firm basis for educational 
and social growth. 








The question may arise, ean we 
afford to take the time and the 
money necessary to give this acad- 
emic, as well as vocational, educa- 
tion to all of the three million 
high school students in the United 
States? From the standpoint of 
social efficiency nad national -se- 
curity we cannot afford to do 
otherwise. 

“The final aim in education is to 
adjust the individual ot his en- 
vironment, not only present and 
real but future and ideal. This 
means that the child is to be 
brought in contact with reality, 
but not a narrow and immediate 
reality. He is to know not only 
life, but how to grow and live in 
the broadest sense of the word.”

Local Gas Co. Will 
Spend $4,000,000 in 


Improvement Work 





Apportionment of a total of 
more than $4,000,000 in money 
for betterment and extension 
to its gas properties is being 
expended by the Southern 
Counties Gas Company during 
1925, according to C. G. Spen- 
cer, Pomona Valley district 
manager of the utility, who 
has returned from a two-day 
business session in Monrovia, 
Sierra Madre, Pomona, Ontario 
and other Southern California 
communities served by the 
company. Spencer also brought 
back the message that his com- 
pany has extended its trans- 
mission main to four newly de- 
veloped gas fields which will 
make availble to Pomona Val- 
ley consumers greater volumes 
of natural gas for the 1925-26 
winter season. 

The monthly business meet- 
ing of the gas executives was 
held at Monrovia Monday. One 
of the principal speakers was 
A. F. Bridge, executive engi- 
neer of the organization, who 
set forth the gas company’s 
development program in five 
counties of Southern California 
during the present year. Bridge 
said that his company was at 
present constructing five stor- 
age holders, three of which are 
being erected in Orange Coun- 
ty cities. Equipment for stor- 
ing 1,000,000 e. ft. of gas is be- 
ing provided in Santa Ana, 
and in other cities as follows: 
Orange 230,000 ecu. ft.; New- 
port Beach, 100,000 eu. ft.; 
Ontario, 500,000 eu. ft., and 
Sierra Madre 200,000 eu. ft. He 
stated that these new holders 
will add more than 2,000,000 
cu. ft. in storage capacity to 
the company’s system which, 
prior to this year, had 2,850,- 
000 eu. ft. in storage. 

The four newly developed 
eel gas fields which are 
now adding to the supply of 
the gas company are the Do- 
minguez field, the Ventura Riv- 
er field, the Rosecrans-Athens 
and the Inglewood fields. He 
said that the company had laid 
a gas line from Ventura to Los 
Angeles, a distance of 84 miles 
for the purpose of transmitting 
natural gas from that point to 
the southern districts of the or- 
ganization. This gas, together 
with that from the other three 
fields, greatly augments the 
supply throughout the com- 
pany’s entire territory which 
extends from Balboa Beach in 
Orange County, north to San- 
ta Barbara. 

The following fields are to- 
day listed as sources of supply 
for the company: Coyote Hills, 
Montebello, Brea Canyon, Olin- 
da, Placentia, Huntington 
Beach, Santa Fe Springs, Sig- 
nal Hills, Dominguez, Ventura 
River, South Mountain near 
Santa Paula, Rosecrans-Athens 
and Inglewood. 

Bridge stated that with the 
newly developed fields now 
pouring natural gas into the 
company’s 2000 miles of trans- 
mission system, the utility is 
tuday in better shape than ever 
to meet the approaching 1925- 
26 winter peak season.
